The Hill ofliiohiH of our Consliln 
lion declares: ••Absoluro arbitrary 
power over Iho Ille, liberty and 
lii'operiy of a treeinan exists no- 
wlierii, not even in ihe largest ina- 
jorilicK : Tiio rl^ht to properly in 
abovo and beyond all coiisliluiiniuil 
siinelioii. No|irivato properly hliiill 
be taken lor public Uiiu williuiit due 
veinpeiisaiion lo the owner."

from memory.) 

The proper meaning of lax, is a

Tliig Is u plain 
statement of Ihc point; and with- 
out goini; iiiio any oi-tborale argu- 
iiieiii, or qiiotaiion-froin stalosman.or 
jiiriKl. we deny upi>li tho aulhorlly of 
our eoiisrunlion, Ibat llie power lo 
levy ooiiiributioii<i upon iliu properly 
of a freoinnii lo build up the trade of 
any town, exists anywliere, not oven 
ill the lai'iiesl inajorllies.
